THE FOOD OF PLETHODON CINEBEUS. 

On the morning of June 19, 1916, I collected 
five examples of Plethodon cinereus in a patch of 
pine woods at Rumford, R. I. All of them were 
found under pine or white birch logs, or stones, which 
had sunken well into the ground. Four were red- 
backed, the fifth almost black. 

The stomach of one specimen was empty, but 
those of the other four contained the following as- 
sortment : 

Termites, both workers and warriors. 

Black ants of two species. 

Yellow ants {Lasius flavus nearcticus Wheeler) . 

1 larva of an Elaterid beetle one-half inch in 
length. 

1 Staphylinid larva. 

1 indeterminable beetle larva. 

Abdomen of a rather large-winged insect. 

1 March fly (Bibionidae). 

A mass of triturated insect remains,
